Midvale steel 


works, it was testified that the two 
men had entered a pit and that 80,000 
pounds of hot metal poured from a 
leak and completely absorbed them. 
Not a trace of the bodies of the men 
was discovered. The steel company 
has decided to 'take about 8,000 
pounds of the steel from the place 
where the mea^ were last seen and 
have it buried out of respect for the 
dead v/orkmen.

reach a compromise with the strike 
leaders. Cossacks are guaiding all 
the establishments closed by the strik- 
ers. 
Hardly a workshop of any kind 


here is not affected. The turmoil and 
strife within the nation is mirrored 
by the general fall of prices on 
the 


stock exchange. A semi-panic 
pre- 


vailed on all exchanges today. It is 
reported that the credit Lyonnaise of 
Paris declined to accept Russian se- 
curities for guarantees on loans. Mem- 
bers of the "Black Hundred" organi- 
zation today issued a notice that if the 
troops fire on the strikers they will 
retaliate by massacreing all the in- 
tellectuals. 
The weather is bitterly 


cold and the strikers are not provided 
with funds to remain idle a long time. 
It is expected that a conference will 
be had "at Tharkoe Selo today by the 
Czar's advisors when the course to 
be pursued by the government will be 
outlined.

The people generally are now de- 


manding that the government be given 
an opportunity to put into effect fhe 
new liberal program. No news has 
been received that the scrike has as- 
sumed serious proportions in the pro- 
vinces and so far as learned order is 
being maintained.

SITUATION IS VERY GRAVE 


DELEGATES IN CAIRO 


PeopJC From Cincinnati, Pfttsburg and 


Many Ohio Valley Points Present 


Address by Governor. 


Panicky Feeling Prevails In St. Pe- 


tersburg, Even the Embassies Ex- 
hibiting Alarm J— Workmen Deter- 
mined to Forceifthe Government to 
Recede From its Present Position. 


St. Petersburg, No\ 
10—All work- 


men's organizations responded to the 
call for a general strike issued by the 
Social Democrats in behalf of the 
Poles, who are struggling for auton- 
omy, 
and against the execution of the 


mutinous sailors at Cronstadt. The 
men walked out of all the big mills 
and factories and the employes of the 
Baltic and Warsaw 
railroads, tliu 


printers and other classes of laborers 
struck, but the shops in the center of 
the city were not closed. Troops took 
charge of the electric lio;ht stations, 
which were operated by sailors, so 
that the city was not ,/ ccd in dark- 
ness. 


Dissension is said to have appeared 


among the leaders, however, some of 
whom believe the'strike- to be hasty 
and ill-advised, ard who say that if 
it does not succeed the result will be 
loss of prest'ge. The radicals, whose 
aim is to keep up the revolutionary 
agitation at all hazards, refuse to li&- 
ten to their counsels. They insisted 
that it was vitally necessary for the 
success of their propaganda among 
the army and the navy that they 
should get credit for saving the lives 
of the mutineers, and that if they 
could force the government to recede 
from its position regarding Poland 
they would have' it by the throat. At 
strike headquarters reports were be- 
ing received and the leaders refused 
to admit that the question of aban- 
doning the strike had yet been raised. 


The employes of the St. Petersburg 


and Tsarskoe Selo railroad 
have 


joined the strike. 


Count Witte and his cabinet were 


in session discussing the situation, 
and a number of prominent Liberals 
were called in for consultation. Grand 
Duke Nicholas wafe present part of 
the time. The possibility that the 
government might be compelled, if 
the situation gre\»t worse, to declare 
martial law in St. Petersburg, was 
considered, but as far as has been 
learned no definite decision in this 
matter was reached. 


The situation has caused a renewal 


of the panicky feeling among the in- 
habitants, whose nerves were already 
shattered by the events of the last 
fortnight, and hundreds of persons 
who had just returned are again leav- 
ing for Finland. The foreign residents 
are becoming more and more alarmed 
and many of them are hastily prepar- 
ing to go abroad for the winter. In 
case the Finnish Socialists should 
join their Russian comrades and tie 
up the Finnish railroad, the only 
egress would be water, and the freez- 
ing of the Gulf of Finland a fortnight 
hence would close the last exit. The 
foreign embassies share the public 
alarm, and the British embassy is ad- 
vising 
the immediate removal of 


women and children. 


In- government circles it is recog- 


nized that the situation in Poland re- 
quires a skilful hand at the helm. 
Governor General Scalon probably 
will be replaced by a man of Count 
Witte's choice. The name of General 
Mensky is mentioned in this connec- 
tion, but it is doubtful if he -will ac- 
cept the office under present condi- 
tions.

Hyde came to him about a year aco 
and asked him to use his influence 10 
have him appointed ambassador to 
France. Mr Harriman .said he would 
speak to President Roosevelt when he- 
saw him, but added that lie dirt not 
recommend Mr. Hyde for the post. 
Upon Mr. Hyde's testimony relative 
to the settlement of the Odell suit 
being rear! to him, Mr. Harriman, de- 
nied he had suggested to Mr. Hyde 
any danger of a repeal of the charter 
of the Mercantile Trust company, di- 
rectly or indirectly, and seated that 
Mr. Hyde came to him and asked him 
to use his influence with Mr. Odell to- 
toward a settlement of the shipbuild- 
ing suit. Tliewitness explained that lie 
wanted Mr. Hjdc's individual signa- 
ture to the syndicate agieement of 
the $50,000.000 Union Pacific pool be- 
^:ause no syndicate wants a corpora- 
tion as a member. He justified this 
because it was difficult to guard con- 
fidences when more than .g,ne individ 
ual represented the same interest. He 
denied that he ever advised Mr. Hj'de 
to sell his stock until after tho report 
of the Frick committee, and said be 
had offered to subscribe $iOO.noo to 
assist Mr. Hyde in retaining his stock. 


Mr. Harriman «aid the Frick report 


never mentioned the Union Pacific 
deal specifically, but included it under 
the general statement that Mr. Hyde 
had committed the society in unwar- 
rantable 
transactions 
without the 


knowledge of the commirtee. Mr. Har- 
riman thought it perfectly proper for 
the Equitable to ouy Union Pacinc 
under an agreement to hold it for five 
years. He did not know mat it was 
Mr. Hyde's personal money in this 
deal and alwajs supposed it was that 
of the Equitable.

New 
York, Nov. 1C.—The difficul- 


ies which have to be faced by natives 
of In-lia, when they 
give up native 


religions and accept Christianity, are 
ittle realized by the people of this 
country, where, to a large extent, a 
man's rrligious beliefs are of interest 
,o nobody except himself 
and 
his 


mmediate family. 
The situation in 


ndia is well illustrated by a story 
which has just come here from the 
Rev. 
F. J. Newton, who is stationed 


at the Punjab Mission of the Presby- 
;erian Board 
of Foreign Missions. 


The story is of a man who had been 
a Christian for years, before he had 
courage to be baptized. Dr. Newton 
says: 


"He lived in a country place, was 


.he Iman. of a Masjid or mosque, and 
at the same time practiced hikmat 
(medicine.) He came to us years ago 
to learn something of our system of 
medicpe, as well .as surgery. His 
stay with us of a little over a month 
ended in his complete alienation from 
Islam 
He is a man of about 35, un- 


usually well read in Persian, Arabic 
and Urdu, clever above all competi- 
tors in the practice of hikmat in all 
the region around, and very ready and 
eager to pick up new ideas. He re- 
signed his Masjid on his return home, 
and relied thenceforth on his practice 
alone for a living. And he lost noth- 
ing, but increased his income consid- 
erably. 


"Meantime he took every opportu- 


nity of reading the Gospel to others' 
they did not mind this much, some 
few indeed accepted his views; yet he 
was rather laughed at, and called by 
some a Kiram 
All went smoothly 


enough until he was baptized, and 
then a storm of persecution broke out 
which exceeded anything he had ex- 
pected, although he had anticipated 
there would be opposition. His best 
friends, even those who had appar- 
ently sympathized1 with him, joined 
•the ranks of his 
enemies, and 
he 


stood alone in his village. 
f 
"He has a wife and two small boys. 


Her relations are trying their best to 
get the wife to forsake him,, as hav- 
ing become 
Koflr and 
no 
longer 


worthy of her. His life has been 
threatened, he has been boycotted, and 
his practice entirely stopped. I ap- 
pealed to our .superintendent of police 
to give him protection from violence. 
He readily responded and t ook the 
necsary steps. Yet with all this there 
is danger, for there ^s nothing to pre- 
vent their killmg him after dark if 
he chance to be abroad. Murders are 
very common, the police are corrupt 
and nothing so common as bribery anc 
false witnessing. If a crime occurs 
the police make a great ado, but let 
off the crim'nal, even if caught if he 
or his friends be rich enough to bribe 
them, and in the end do nothing, or 
sieze some poor wretch too poor to in 
dulge in bribery, and torture a con- 
fession out of him. 


"Deceit and untruthfulness are uni 


versal among rich and poor alike, and 
such is thf» material we have to work 
upon. But it is noticeable—and the 
Maulavi 
(Mohammedan) 
Yaqib re- 


ferred to is a case in point—that there 
are men here'and there who are sick- 
ened by the corruption among their 
own people, and are in search of bet 
ter things. Attempts at reform are 
made, as evidenced in the rise of new 
sects among both Hindoos and Mos- 
lems, while some join the ranks of the 
Christians. These are subject to the 
most intense opposition and persecu- 
tion, and very few have the courage 
to face it 
Christians In America can 


form but little conception of the diffi- 
culties a convert must encounter. It 
is hardest of course, for those isolated 
in villages like my friend Yaqib. with 
no Christian community near to stanc 
by them. In the case of the Churas 
or low caste, it is something different 
As a rule thev are baptized in large 
numbers together, ard their number 
gives them courage. The Muselman 
or Hindoo stands alone. Communi- 
ties never become Christian."

NAVAL DISPLAY 


To 
Follow th« European Powers' 


Ultimatum to the Turk. 


London, Nov. 16.—The British for- 


eign office officials announced that the 
ambassadors of the powers at Con- 
stantinople presented a joint ultima- 
tum to the porte. The other powers 
did not agree to Foreign Secretary 
Lansdowne's proposals that the pow- 
ers assume judicial as well as financial 
control of Macedonia and that the 
control be extended to the villayet of 
Adrianople, which was not included in 
the original scheme. The ultimatum 
as presented, In addition to the gen- 
eral control of Macedonia, demands a 
two-year extension of the term of of- 
fice of the Austrian and Russian civil 
agents and of the officers of the Euro- 
pean gendarmerie. The porte has been 
given 24 hours in which to reply. A 
refusal is expected, and consequently 
all the powers except Germany, which 
will not participate, are preparing to 
dispatch two vessels each to ren- 
dezvous at Pieraeus in the course of 
the coming week. An Austrian ad- 
miral will command the international 
fleet.

-This statement is 
authoritative, coming from Theodore 
Stebbins, general manager for the re- 
ceivers, J. G. Schmidlapp of Cincinnati 
and M. H. Wilson of Cleveland. The 
statement is also made that the unse- 
cured creditors have expressed a de- 
sire for the sale, and if it goes through 
settlements with creditors who hold 
claims, contracted within six months 
before the receivership will be ad- 
justed. 


The roads, if sold, will go under the 


hammer. They are the Central Mar- 
ket in Columbus; the Columbus, Lon- 
don & Springfield; 
the Columbus, 


Grove City and Southwestern;

Dayton, Springfield and Nrbana; the 
Urbana, Bellefontaine and Northern, 
and two leased properties, the Kenton 
and Southern and the Springfield and 
'Wlestern. 'Further than these facts, Mr. 
Stebbins gave no further information.

benefit of'the unsecured creditors, can 
be terminated at the discretion of the 
court.

EARLY HISTORY OF THESE TWO 


LITTLE TOWNS GIVEN IN AN 


INTERESTING WAY. 


Book Written by Morris Schaff Just 


Recently From Press of Hough- 


ton Mifflin Co. 


Morris Schaff, one of the gas com- 


missioners of Massachusetts, has writ- 
ten a book on "Etna and Kirkersville," 
two little villages on the Columbus. 
Buckeye Lake and Newark Interurban 
railway, relating incidents of his boy- 
hood days, and telling of the early 
history of the string of little towns 
west of Newark, where he was reared. 


His book came from the press of 


Houghton, 
Mifflin 
company, three 


weeks ago, and is being sent by Schaff 
fo all those whose names are contained 
in the publication, and they number 
'nto the hundreds. For them the book 
's crowded with interesting informa- 
tion. 


He left Etna township in May, 1858, 


at the age of 18 years, for West Point. 
The township was organized, the au- 
thor says, in 1833, "and is a part of 
the Refugee tract, a grant of 100000 
acres donated by congress in 1798 to 
Citizens of Canada and Nova Scotia, 
who abandoned their settlements in 
consequence of having given aid 
to 


the colonies in the war of the revo- 
lution, allotting to each, in proportion 
to the degree of their respective ser- 
vices, sacrifices and sufferings. 
The 


tract is a strip four and a half miles 
wide and 48 miles long; beginning on 
the Scioto at Columbus, it runs east- 
prlv almost to the Muskingum." 


The parpnts of the author's uncle, 


Paul and Catherine Hively, settled 
near Baltimore, Fa'rfield county, in 
1811. 


In 1830 Mr. Schaff's father made a 


prospective trip through the counties 
nf Franklin, Licking, Pickaway and 
Belmont on horseback, and after de- 
clining to buy what is now a part of 
Columbus, he purchased a farm at 
EJtna. He speaks of two or three city 
blocks of Columbus as now being 
worth more than the entire township. 
When the wagon drove up to the log 
cabin that had been constructed for 
the reception of the familys belong- 
ings, the national road had not been 
constructed and Etna township was 
a woodland. 


Regarding bis school boy days, Mr.

Pa., eight men were killed, 
the following being the victims: Ed 
Farragut, Ed Hastie, F. H. Newman. 
G. B. Wagoner. Joe Stokes. John Me- 
Catey, J. Shickola, J. Hoskins. The 
Braznell Coal company has been sink- 
ing a new shaft since last summer 
Two weeks ago it was learned that a 
pocket of gas had formed in the bot- 
tom of the minr. which is 185 fee: 
deep. Orders were given for all the 
men to work with safety lamps, and 
this has been done. Three shifts of 
men were employed..The eight men. 
without thought of danger, stepped 
into the cage and descended into the 
mine. They were building a concrete 
water ring or diich 50 feet dov.-n the 
shaft in order io catch dripping wa- 
ter. About five minutes aftc-r tbe men 
descended a t°rnfic explosion occur- 
red, which blew hu^c pieces of timbur 
out of the mine like skyrockets ac 
high as 150 feet in the air. The tipple 
and all the mine rigging were torn 
down and debris scattered in heaps 
ail around.

The accident took place on a siding 


near the plant of the Franklin Brick 
company. Cars were being backed on 
the siding, when from an unknown 
cause one of ihe cars leaped from the 
rails and bumped along the siding. 
The train was moving very fast at the 
time. Winters and Andrews feared 
the train would pile up in wreckage 
and they jumped. 


A bank alongside the track at the 


point of the accident is steep and both 
men, tried to cling to the edge. In do- 
ing this, Winters thrust one of his 
legs under the cars, and before he 
could withdraw it the wheels ha* 
passed over it close to his hip. He 
managed to cling bleeding to the edge 
of the bank until the trainmen came 
to his rescue. 


Andrews much in, the same manner 


was caught under the wheels and his 
body bruised at the hips. 


A special train -was made up and 


sent to Newark -with the injured man. 


Winters was Drought to Columbus 


on one of the regular trains, and taken 
to the Protestant hospital in the city 
ambulance. His leg was amputated six 
inches below the hip., He rallied en- 
couragingly after the operation. The 
physicians at the hospital are of th* 
opinion that he will recover. 


Walter Andrews, one of the injured 


men, was brought to his home in this 
city on Wednesday evtning, and taken 
to Tiis home 23 Wing street His in- 
juries cons'st principally of bruises to 
h*s right leg and foot and left arm.
